REPORT OF FIRE WARDEN 


The year 1915 will long be remembered as one of the most 
disastreous, regarding forest fires, that the Town has known 
in recent years, nearly 1,000 acres of land and one set of farm 
buildings being destroyed. 


The first fire that was brought to the attention of the warden 
was near Mr. Jason Russell’s farm, March 30. The high winds 
that prevailed at the time made it nescesary for prompt action, 
and word was sent by Mr. Russell to the Wilton Fire Depart- 
ment, who responded quickly and did excellent service in help- 
ing stop the spread of fire, confining it mostly to pasture land. 
This fire was under the supervision of Deputy Geo. H. Arnold. 


The fire of April 20 was very destructive burning to the 
ground the buildings of Mr. C. L. Barnes and destroying about 
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700 acres of wood and timber land, and causing many thousands 
dollars worth of damage. ‘This fire started from the R. R. and 
burned fiercely, backed by a high westerly wind, to the east and 
south. Help was called from the surrounding towns, Greenville, 
Milford and Brookline responding and did excellent service. 
Over 300 men were employed, even then it was not until the 
following morning before the flames were under control. ‘This 
was a hard fire to combat as there were two large areas burning 
at once and caused a division of forces. Several men were over- 
come by the smoke and heat, and many nearly exhausted. The 
damage was great, but only a partial loss was sustained by 
owners, asthe Boston & Maine R. R. assumed liability and re- 
imbursed them for their loss. 


The evening of April 27th a fire in District No. 6, caused 
by the ekplosion of an auto tank, was responded to by Deputy 
James O. Reed and men, and was extinguished before it as- 
sumed large proportions. 


Again on May 16 alarm was given for a fire in District No. 6, 
which before help could be called had spread over a large area. 
This was a hot fire and was admirably handled by Deputy Reed. 
The fire was mostly confined to chopped lot, but some con- 
siderable timber was burned with all.

In conclusion we would like to add that all these fires were 
the result of carelessness or neglience—negligence on the part of 
the R. R. by not having proper communication between stations 
—carelessness on the part of some person or persons unknown, 
dropping matches or lighting fires contrary to law. Attention 
is called to extract from law governing such fires. 


Penalties for Violation. 


Sect. 14. Fires kindled by throwing down a 
lighted match, cigar, or other burning substance, 
shall be deemed within the provisions of sections 
12 and 13, and every person violating any pro- 
vision of said sections shall be fined not more 
than two hundred dollars, or imprisoned not 
more than sixty days, or both. 


The warden would consider it a favor for evidence of any- 
one violating this section of the Forest Laws.
